French Military College Accepts Flag 
From British Military Attache 


The Union Jack which the British 
army is giving to the French military 
college of St. Cyr was handed over 
by Lieut. Salisbury Jones, of the Cold- 
stream Guards, who was formerly a 
cadet at the college. Lieut. Jones 
was accompanied by the British aa 
tary attache at Paris and a detach- 
ment of British officers. General 
Debeny, chief of the French general 
staff, presided the ceremony, and 
General Bissoudy, inspector-general of 
military colleges, was also present.

These organizations are absolutely non-political in a partizan sense. 
Nor, judging by newspaper reports of the proceedings ot a number of them, 
are they composed of merely destructive critics aiming to bring about a re- 
duction in taxation from any selfish motives of their own, On the contrary, 
with active committees appointed to inquire into matters, these organizations 
are seeking to devise constructive policies. 

The citizenship of Canada is intelligent and patriotic. Apart from the 
fact thal their own welfare is bound up in that of the country, Canadian men 
and women are proud of their Dominion and are anxious that it should de- 
velop and prosper. Anything, therefore, tending to bring disaster to Canada 
is a matter of deep concern. 

It is now fairly generally recognized that Canadians developed habits of 
extravagance in the years just preceding the war, and the intense activity in 
all departments of production necessitated by war, and the rapid rise in prices 
for everything, encouraged extravagance. In many ways money came easily, 
and it was lavishly spent without taking much thought for the future and the 
inevitable accounting. 

Governments are but the reflection of the people. This is true jvhether 
the governing body be the Federal Parliament, a Provincial Legislature, or a 
Municipal Council. They followed the example of the people who make and 
unmake Governments. During the war huge sums of money were required, 
and Government was given a free hand in the raising of it, whether by way 
of loans or taxation. Nobody complained and willingly accepted the impos- 
ition of taxes. Equally, Governments were given carte blanche in the 
spending of the money so raised. Work was plentiful, wages high, and prices 
for all products high. The payment of taxes then was not seriously felt.

Decline In Farm Land Values 
~ Shown In Past Year 

The average value of occupicd farm 
lands in Canada declined last year, 
according to a report from the Bureau 
of Statistics. 

It is now returned as $37 per acre 
as compared with $4106 in 1922 and 
1921. This includes both improved } 
and unimproved lands, with dwelling 
houses, barus, stables, and other 
farm buildings. ;

Russia Remain Red 


Red Army to Be Uséd Against! 
Exploiters and Oppressors 

Leon Trotzky, commissar for-war, 
who is undergoing treatment: in the 
Caucasus, has sent an article to Mos- 
cow on the occasion of the sixth an- 
niversary of the Red army. The Red 
army, he says, has completed twe per- 
Jods of two years each. The first 
period was characterized by military 
communism; in the second, the Red 
army was under new economic condi- 
lions, but the inner structure still re- 
mained the same, despite a certain 
growth of bourgeosie clements, owing 
to the new economic policy. The 
proletariat Red army, however, he de- 
clared, would only tolerate the new 
bourgeoisie economically, and would 
not give them political rights, still 
less arms, 

“The third period, upon which the 
is now embarking,” says 
Trotzky, “shows the necessity of its 
existence. The Yaboring masses of 
all countries have nothing to fear 
from the Red army bayonets. Its 
force fs only directed against oppres- 
sors and exploiters.” 

To Lead In Newsprint 

In an address given recently before 
the Canadian Pulp and Paper Asso- 
ciation, Hon. Thomas A. Low, Minis- 
ter of Trade and Commerce, ventur- 
ed the prediction that this year would 
see tho newsprint production of Can- 
ada-exceed that of the United States 
and then the Dominion would be the 
greatest producer of newsprint in the 
world. ion. Mr. Low warned against 
careless exploitation and depletion of 
timber resources in Canada.

Canadian Products For U.S. 


Increase in Quantity of Wheat a 
ed to U.S.A. 

During tho last throe months ot 
1923, Canada exported farm produce to 
the United States valued at $32,270, 
802, according to the most recent re: | 
ports. This was a considerable in- ; 
crease over the $25,676,106, the value | 
of farm produce exported to the Unit- 
ed States in the Jast three months of 
the year previous. 

In the corresponding three months 
of 1920, before the higher United 
States tariff rates camo into forco this 
class of Canadian exports was valued 
at $95,691,457 There has, however, 
been at thes same time a decline in 
prices. 

The quantity of Canadian wheat ex 
ported to the United States during the 
three months ended December was 
nearly double what it was in the cor- 

responding period of 1922 In the

Vacant Land 


Sixty-three Milllon Acres of Vacant 
Land in the West 

According to the head of the colon- 
ization department of the C.P.R., thero 
are 63,000,000 acres of vacant land in 
the Canadian West, within fifteen: 
miles of the railways. Of this amount 
25,000,000 acres are ready for fih- 
mediate settlement. All this land {s 
privately owned, but unoctupied. A 
good deal of it belongs to the rail-! 
ways, but the bulk Js owned by non- 
sresidents who bought it for specula- 
tion. 

The figures help one to form an 
idea of the vast resources of this 
country, and of how little has been 
done so far to ulflize them. — Statis- 
tics show that there fs more unoc- 
cupied land, privately owned and with- 
in easy reach of the railways, in the 
west alone, than there {3 under cul- 
tivation for all purposes in the whole 
Dominion. And meantime people are 
leaving the country and going else- 
where because of the difficulty of se- 
curing suitable farm Jand at reason- 
able prices and with railway facilities. 
—Woodstock Sentinel-Review.

‘An Idea Of Permanency Is 
Established In Farm Home 
By The Planting Of Trees 


Tree plantation as an ally to immi- 
gration was strongly urged by Tl’, A. 
Torgeson, B.A., L.L.B., president of 
the Northern Nurserymen’s Associa- 
tion and managing director of the 
Prafrio Nurseries at Estevan in an ad- 
dress delivered at the School Trustees 
Convention, recently held at Saska- 
toon. 

Mr. Torgeson quoted from a recent 
letter by Premier Running written af- 
ter a visit to the Prairie Nurscrics 
last fall in which Premier Dunning 
stated: that: 

“More and more the people of our 
province are learning, despite disap- 
pointments and discouragements to 
look upon the west as their country 
and as a result are taking more inter- 
est and pride in their homes and 
grounds. It is pleasing to see the 
number of fine farm houses and sub- 
stantial barns and outbuildings which 
are replacing the rougher structures 
of pioneer days, but no matter how 
fine the farm buildings appear, there 
is a temporary and unsettled appear- 
ance about any place which lacks the 
beauty which trees alone can give to 
the home surroundings on our wind- 
swept plains. We cannot expect the 
farm mothers and boys and girls to 


take the same pride fn a bleak, bare} : 
house that they would in a home em- 1 8Pace 


bowered in tho troes and shrubs which 
flourish so woll wiih a little care and 
protection in any part of the pror- 
ince.” 

“This idea of permanency fs closely 
related to the problem of immigration, 
one of our chief national problems,” 
Mr. Torgeson declared. “In building 
for permanency, our homemakers re-{ 

gard horticulture as a yvilal factor. 
The great majority of you come from, 


yocate for province-wide (ree plant- 
ing, recently stated that he was firm- 
ly convinced “that one of the chic? 
needs of our prairio fs a systematic 
and continued campaign to interest 
the people of Western Canada in 
planling trees around their homes, 
their schools, in their parks, on the 
farm and along it! public highways 
both in urban and rutal districts.” 
Hon. J. A. Maharg places tree plant- 
ing institutions next to the home, the 
school and the church, in the influ- 
ence exercised in the development of 
the boys and girls on the farm and 
many other authorities have testifed 
to the important part which attractive 
Nome surroundings play in the battle 
between the country and the cily for 


the possession of the country boys 
and girls.

Lyceum, of which we were speaking 
in our previous article, it was here 
that Madame Tussaud, upon’ her ar- 
rival in England in, 1802, first exhibit- 


ed her collection of figures. It was 
not until 1809 that the pbuilding be- 
came a regular theatre, and a year 
later its name was changed to that of 
the English Opera House, but it was 
not long before it again became known 
as the Lyceum, the name it has borne 
ever since. Now it is the home of 
melodrama, with a pantmime = at 
Christmas, Close by stood Icxeter 
Change, famous for ils wild beasts 
and monsters, pictures of which were 
daubed all over the frontage. It was 
the .“Zoo” of that day and was re- 
garded as one of the sights of London. 
Here was exhibited from 1809 until 
1826 the celebrated elephant “Chu- 
nee,” which had been engaged for the 
first production of “Bluebeard” at 
Covent Garden. When ‘“Chunee” 
went mad it required a file of soldiers 
and 152 bullets to kill him.

Otlawa,. Ont.—Important legislation 
was indicated in the Speech from the 
Throne with which Wis Excellency 
the Governor-General formally opened 
parliament. After emphasizing the 
importance of a reduction in taxation 
it expressed the government view 
that the coming budget will balance. 

Other outstanding points in the 
speech were: 

The Cabinet opinion is that reduc- 
tion in taxation is of first importance. 

Reduction of taxation aimed at less- 
ening the cost of the instruments of 
production in industries based on na- 
tural resources is necessary. 

(This is interpreted as meaning a 
tariff reduction on agricultural im- 
plements.)

The government is giving attention 
to marine insurance rates .and_ dis- 
criminations in ocean rates on Cana- 
dian products. 

Every effort will be made jo pro- 
mote Canadian trade via Canadian 
ports.

“The department's —yepresentatives 
sought to point out the danger which 
would) result. from  neglec, to take 
early steps to eradicate the perennial 
sow thistle and to urge organization 
to carry on a strenuous campaign 
during the coming summer with a 
yiew to its eradication as completely 
as possible. 

“In most of the districts visited the 
people are alive to the seriousness ot 
the situation and in many districts 
resolutions have been passed asking 
the loacl council] to adopt measures 
designed to control the thistle. The 
interest shown ut many of these meet- 
ings and the desire on the part of the 
people for information on identifica- 
tion and methods of eradication are 
most encouraging signs of an active 
weed cumpaign for Ue coming season. 
Further meetings are being arranged 
to meet the demand trom other dis- 
tricts.”

» In the making of the cloth the tree

done at twelve-month intervals, the 
third or fourth bark making the finest 
cloth. 

The inner bark is used for the cloth, 

and strips from four to eight fect in 
length are beaten with a mallet do the 
thickness of heavy brown paper. It 
is then sun-dried, when it takes on a 
terra-cotta shade. Wfoles and flaws 
are patched and the cloth is made up 
Into sheets about eight feet square. 
Strips of fibre from the dry stem are 
uscd as threed and the work of stitch- 
ing is always undertaken by men. 
! Park cloth is also used for making 
water baskets. For this purpose the 
tree is ringed in two places four to 
five feet apart, a slit being made be- 
tween the rings and the whole sheet 
removed intact. The incurved sides 
are kept apart by skewers, the 
being doubled up and sewn at the 
corners and the cross ends sewn ta 
their nearest skewer.

Air Peril In British Channel 


Problem of Defence is Now Engaging 
Attention of Experts 

Danger to British communications in 
the narrow seas, owing to increase of 
air power, is discussed in a report of 
the sub-committee of the Committee 
of Imperial Defence. 

The menace of attack from the air 
has greatly increased, and necessi- 
tates a strong Home Defence Air 
Force, it is stated. It was.on a recom- 
mendation from the committee that 
the government decided last year on 
an increase in air strength. 

The gentral staffs of the Navy, 
Army and Air Force agree that the 
danger of sea-borne invasion is now 
negligible. 

“Another matter,” it is added, “on 
which some measure of agreement 
was found to exist between the Naval 
Staff and the Air Staff is in regard to 
the increased risks to communications 
in those portions of the narrow seas 
which are exposed to attack by air- 
craft operating from shore bases, such 
as the English Channel and the Medit- 
elranean. 

“Both staffs admit that the advent 
of aircraft has increased the danger 
to communicajions in such waters, 
though they differ as to the extent of 
the danger.

Inteeresting Statistics Show Value of 
Output for Past Two Years 

Statistics on the lumber industry 
in Canada during 1922 have been re- 
cently completed by the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics and show that a 
total of 3,138,598 thousand feet board 
measure of lumber, valued at $84,554,- 
172, was reported. The number of 
mills reporting in 1922 was 2,922 as 
compared to 3,126 in 1921, a reduc- 
tion of six and a half per cent., but 
the average production per mill in- 
creased from 918 thousand feet in 
1921 to 1,074 in 1922. The total num- 
ber of employees on _ salaries and 
wages was 31,892 a8 compared to 30,- 
387 in 1921, an increase of five per 
cent. The total payroll was $27,621,- 
691 as compared to $26,707,689 in 1921, 
an increase of three per cent.

Hog Grading Policy 


Considerable Improvement in Type 
and Quality Has Resulted 


The operations of the federal hog 
grading policy, inaugurated a year ago 
by the joint efforts of the federal de- 
partment of agriculture, the produc- 
ers and the packing industry, was re- 
viewed by the joint swine committee 
in conference at Ottawa.

Improvement is also reported in tho 
quality of Canadian bacon going for- 
ward to the British market. Live- 
stock exchanges in Winnipeg and Tor- 
onto, in co-operation with the live- 
stock branch of the department of ag- 
riculture, have carried on experiments 
in grading and grading equipment, and 
their report is being considered by the 
committee.
